In line 3 of page 4, before "layer", "inner" has been inserted. 
In line 4 of page 4, before "layer", "outer" has been inserted. 
In line 30 of page 4, after "areas.", the following has been inserted: "This would 
result in the entire body portion of the balloon being uncrosslinked." 
In the claims: 

In line 6 of claim 1 , "polymer" has been deleted and has been replaced with 
"polymeric". 

In line 7 of claim 1 , "polymer" has been deleted and has been replaced with 
"polymeric". 

In line 5 of claim 17, before "body portion", "entire" has been inserted. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claim 
1 , the dilatation balloon having a first inner layer with a first polymeric composition and a 
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second outer layer with a second polymeric composition where the second polymeric 
composition on the body portion of the balloon is uncrosslinked in addition to the other 
structural limitations was not found in the prior art. As to claim 17, the dilatation balloon 
having a first inner layer with a first polymeric composition and a second outer layer with 
a second composition where the entire body portion of the balloon is uncrosslinked in 
addition to the other structural limitations was not found in the prior art.
